1 2 - P—The 
artillery gun for shooting atomic 
shells m ay he fired with a conven­ 
tional propelling ch arg e 
like 
any 
big caliber gun No nuclear explo­ 
sive is needed to throw the missile 
at the target. 


And a major problem in the de­ 
sign of the weapon, a model of 
which was shown 
to the Joint 
Congressional Committee on At­ 
omic 
Energy Friday, probably 
has been to hold the weight of 
the gun down to a point where it 
is practical for battlefield use. 


If the words used by C hairm an 
McMahon (D-Conn) of the com m it­ 
tee w ere used advisedly, the new 
weapon appears to be a 
gun 
in­ 
stead of a rocket launching device. 
He described it as 
an 
“ artillery 
gu n ” designed to 
handle 
atom ic 
shells. 
The biggest mobile gun used now 
by the Arm y is the 240 m illim eter 
howitzer. This is a bore of slightly 
under ten inches. A caliber of even 
double that size would create a her 
ty weapon for ea*y mobility on a 
battlefield, although not an im pos­ 
sible weight.

A 240 MM howitzer weighs 25,000 
pounds, the carriag e for moving it 
about 39.000 pounds. To double that 
bore 
might 
bring

weapon assem bly up to a weight of 
approxim ately 60 tons. But 60-ton 
tanks are considered by some m il­ 
itary men as practical for battle­ 
field use. 
The m axim um effective range of

! cussion at Circleville Parent Teach­ 
er Association meeting Thursday

Dr. II. IL Millhoff, chief of 
Ohio State division of dental hy­ 
giene, presented a very complete 
picture of the lark of adequate 
dental care in Ohio and the ur­ 
gent need for preventive meas­ 
ures. 
He said: “ Our records show that 
there are I 1 2 million children 
in 
Ohio with 
six 
or eight 
decayed 
teeth 
Excluding specialists in the 
field of dentistry, we have only 
3.600 dentists in the state to care 
for the teeth of our children. And 
these are not evenly distributed, in 
fact, we have some communities in 
Ohio where there is only one den 
I list per county.

“ TIII. RESULT is that only 30 
per cent have complete d e n t a l 
care. We hate reason to believe 
that children’s teeth are decaying 
six times as fast as dentists can 
ref air them. 
“ Obviously the only way we can 
take care of the situation is by pre 
ventive measures, ' he declared. 
He listed as successful preventive 
measures cleanliness and regular 
dental care, correct diet, specific­ 
ally a reduction in sugars, pastries 
and soda pop and the use of fluor­ 
ides, both in topical application by 
a dentist and the addition of fluor­ 
ides to the water supply in the pro­ 
portion of one part fluorides to I 
million parts of water. 
Continuing his address, t h e 
speaker said, “ At present there 
are 
225 
cities 
in 
the 
United 
States that 
have eilher added 
fluorides to the water or are in 
the process of doing so. In Ohio, 
Avon Lake in Lorain County, Lis­ 
bon in Columbiana County 
and 
Westerville are using the fluorid 
ation process. Cincinnati, C leve 
I land, Akron and Middletown are 
installing the process.”

* show ing regions in Northwest Ohio 
which have natural fluorine in their 
w ater supply, 
Dr. Millhoff declared that: ‘‘The 
State Department of 
health 
does 
not advocate fluoridation, that is up 
to the individual communities, but 
we do approve the process if cer­ 
tain requirements are fulfilled.” 
In the question period which fol­ 
lowed his address it was brought 
out that fluoridation of water does 
not produce any change in taste, 
color or odor of w ater;

“ L E T ’S G O TO L U N C H ” 
THERE MAY be some purpose in con­ 
tinuing the ceasefire negotiations in Korea, 
but results to date certainly are not en­ 
couraging. The situation remains the same 
as it was when the conference was agreed 
upon in spite of almost daily discussions 
for many months. 
No sooner is a semblance of progress 
made on one matter than another pops up 
to stall negotiations. First it 
was ex change 
o f prisoners, with prospects that 
l ook e d 
slightly promising* but nothing 
came of it. 
No w it is construction of air bases, with 
both sides spilt wide apart on this issue. 
Inspections behind the lines, and 
establish­ 
ment of an armistice line hav e also co me 
in fo r wide results, with no thing definite 
repo rted. 
In the meantime United Nations 
fo rces— 
appro x imately 90 per 
cent American— 
hav e been left in the dark co ncerning fu­ 
ture prosecution of the 
war. The impres­ 
sio n is giv en that the fighting 
fro nt re­ 
mains v irtually static, with o nly mino r en­ 
gagements reported. But censo rship ha s 
again been tightened 
Hereafter U.S. plane 
lo sses will be reported only 
o nce a week. 
No one seems to k now what the future 
ho lds. American soldiers are dy ing while 
futile negotiations continue. 
Recently , following debate 
o v er the air­ 
field problem, with no results 
as usual, the 
meeting adjourned when the United Na­ 
tio ns representative said: 
“Let s 
go to 
lunch.” At least they found so me basis for 
agreement. But as an o men o f greater 
agreements to follow, it pro v ed a fizzle. 


A very beautiful woman T k now, who is 
supposed to be wholly ornamental, every 
(■nip in a while k nock s over her friends 
with a startling question which can only en- 
ter the mind of one not corrupted by too ( 
much learning. It is sheer good sense. 
This time, a group of us were bemoaning 
th*’ state of the world in «» jam session on 
a1! matters from how to save mank ind to 
the characteristics of Harry Truman and 
mink , when this sweet child threw into the J 
sessio n; 
“What would happen if we could go back 
to 1914?*’ 
That stopped us. 
‘ What do y ou mean, go back ?” I said 
petulantly . 
Her point was that the world was fairly 
comfortable until we all went to war in 
1914 So what would we be lik e if that had 
not happened? 
I think the jam session ended with that 
one. Nobody dared face it. Yet, I could 
not k eep that question out of my head for 
several day s. 
There had been no general war from 1815 
to 1914. During that 
century , the material 
progress of the world had made greater 
strides than in any similar period in the 
whole of human 
history . It was the century 
of the application of steam, electricity , 
electronics. It was the cia of the develop­ 
ment of the electric light, the sewing ma­ 
chine, farm machinery , mass production in 
industry , the ty pewriter. 
It was the time for the freeing of women 
from economic and political discrimina­ 
tion. Representative government appeared 
in an increasing number of countries. Edu­ 
cation gradually ceased to be a monopoly 
of the rich; slavery was abolished in all 
forms in all countries in Europe and the 
Americas. New means of communications 
shortened time and space. 
Spiritual values appeared in the law*. 
Such bodies as The Hague tribunal and the 
International Red Cross came into exis­ 
tence. A vast volume of international law 
was written. Religious freedom was ac­ 
k nowledged and public outrage expressed 
itself in countless forms against injustice 
any where. 
Then came World War I, a wholly mean­ 
ingless and unwarranted war. Originating 
as a conflict between two processing na­ 
tions, Great Britain and Germany , over 
mark ets, it ended in the Bolshevik revolu­ 
tion in Russia, the rise of Fascism a n d 
Nazism in Italy and Germany , the begin­ 
ning of the break -up of the British Empire 
and the emergence of the United States as 
the almoner of the world. 
For the United States, it meant the in­ 
crease of the size and function of govern­ 
ment, the assumption of huge government- 
which reversed the economic and social 
character of this nation. 
From 1914 to 1952, the United States 
moved from a free economy to a mixed 
economy , from the individual operating ac­ 
cording to his will and judgment and at his 
times controlled economy . This involved 
not only widespread use of subsidies, mak ­ 
ing an increasing number of Americans 
dependent upon government, but it p e r- 
force levelled downward elements in the 
population to a general proletariat. 
Because of economic dislocations arising 
out of war, often called depressions, states 
and municipalities became more and more 
dependent upon the federal government, 
which, having the advantage of the income 
and excise taxes, was able to tap larger 
reservoirs of the people's earnings. To 
these were added the various pay roll taxes, 
which were sugar-coated by what has gen­ 
erally been called Social Security . 
In fact, the economic and social sy stem 
of the United States entered upon a form 
of Fabian Socialism, somewhat inchoate 
because of the confusing admixtures of

Penicillin Now In A New Form 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


A NEW ty pe of penicillin drug 
I* now being trir d out for people 
who are allergic to penicillin. One 
of the most serious drawback s to 
the use of this drug has been the 
severe allergic reactions many 
people have shown to It. 
One such reaction is a condi­ 
tion called urticaria, in which the 
whole sk in break s out in large, 
raised patches, or wheals. They 
appear within 48 hours after tak ­ 
ing penicillin. 
Allergic Rash 
Other people develop an al­ 
lergic rash In from IO to 15 day s 
after a shot of penicillin. The 
rash may occur over the entire 
body. 
In rare instances, penicillin 
leads to a condition k nown as ex­ 
foliative dermatitis, In which the 
sk in peds off in scales over the 
entire body. This ty pe of reaction 
may even cause a perm anent dis­ 
ability . 
Allergic reactions such as these: 
have deprived many people of the 
benefits to be obtained from 
penicillin in their fight against 
various infections. 
Reduces Reactions 
The new form of penicillin, 
k nown as penicillin methy l diph­ 
eny l hy d roxy ethy lam lne, will 


now rr ik e penicillin safe for 
many of these sensitive people. 
According to recent tests, this 
form 
sharply 
reduces the ap­ 
pearance of allergic reactions, 
less than one per cent of patients 
showing reactions after tak ing it. 
With the ty pes 
used up to the 
present time, the percentage of 
sufferers has ranged from 6 to IO 
per cent 
In other cases, patients who 
showed levi re reactions to pre­ 
vious forms of penicillin had 
much milder reactions after tak ­ 
ing p* nirlllin methy l dipheny l 
hy droxy ethy lamlne. 
The same t- -’a indicate tha t 
the new form is equal to other 
ty pes < f penicillin in its potency 
agaii 
inf« 'tIons, and may even 
be bt ter than the other ty pes.

T H E R E MAY be some purpose in con­ 
tinuing the ceasefire negotiations in Korea, 
but results to date certainly are not en­ 
couraging. The situation remains the same 
as it was when the conference was agreed 
upon in spite cf almost daily discussions 
for many months.

American soldiers are dying while 
futile negotiations continue, 
Recently, following debate over the air­ 
field problem, with no results as usual, the 
meeting adjourned when the United Na­ 
tions representative said:

There had been no general war from 1815 
to 1914. During that century, the material 
progress of the world had made greater 
.strides than in any similar period in the 
whole of human history It was the century 
of the application of steam, electricity, 
electronics. It was the eta of the develop­ 
ment of the electric light, the sewing ma­ 
chine, farm machinery, mass production in 
industry, the typewriter. 
It was the time for the freeing of women 
from economic and political discrimina­ 
tion. Representative government appeared 
in an increasing number of countries. Edu­ 
cation gradually ceased to be a monopoly 
of the rich; slavery was abolished in all 
forms In all countries in Europe and the 
Americas. New means of communications 
shortened time and space.

A NEW type of penicillin drug 
1.* now being tried out for people 
who are allergic t »penicillin. One 
of the most serious drawbacks to 
the use of this drug has been th** 
severe allergic reactions many 
people have shown to It 
One such reaction is a condi­ 
tion called urticaria, in winch the 
whole skin breaks out Sn hug**, 
raised patches, or wheals. They 
appear within 48 hours after tak­ 
ing penicillin. 


Allergic Rash 
Other people develop an al­ 
lergic rash In from IO to 15 days 
niter a shot of penicillin. The 
rash may occur over the entire 
b- iv 
In rare Instances, penicillin 
leads to a condition known as ex- 
foliative dermatitis, in which the 
skin peels off in scales over the 
entire body. This type of reaction 
may even cause a permanent dis­ 
ability.

penicillin in their fight against 
various infections. 
Reduces Reactions 
The t a x form cf penicillin, 
known as penicillin methyl diph­

According to recent tests, this 
form .‘••h rply reduces the ap­ 
pearance of allergic reactions, 
leas than one per cent of patients 
shoving reactions after taking it.

Using as her subject, “ Moral De­ 
velopment of the Child” , Mrs Yag 
gi said, “ I worked with these prob 
Ie ms for m any years. 
I 
do 
not 
com e to give you thoughts without 
theory. So many people think that 
\hese moral problems in w h i c h 
young folks become involved hap 
pen only in large cities. Unfortu­ 
nately, they can and do happen e v ­ 
ery w here.’ 
The .speaker placed 
the 
blame 
for delinquency and moral 
b rea k ­ 
down in the home where she said 
that, “ l o o often the parents 
he 
come so involved in activities out­ 
side the home that they do not have 
time to teach their children basic 
(floral truths. 
Somebody has failed along the 
line We think we are self-sufficient 
today and that we know' all the 
answers. P arents push religion and 
discipline out of their lives 
They 
try to live without teaching 
their 
children anything They send their 
children to .school 
and 
e x p e c t 
teachers to teach them right and 
wrong 
lf a child is not properly 
trained in the home, he won t learn 
in school ”

We must admit there are really 
not many hard and fast rules for 
making and keeping house plants 
in a green, flourishing condition. 
Rut there are rules which include 
proper 
drainage, 
the 
p r o p e r 
amount of water, the right loca­ 
tion. and leaves kept free of dust 
and dirt so that they can literally 
breathe. 
F or many, many years, florists 
and nurseries have sold their house 
plants rn clay flower pots, prosaic, 
workaday affair* with a hole in the 
bottom through which surplus m o is -1 
ture can drain. Usually this open­ 
ing is covered with a piece of brok - 1 
en pot before the soil is put in : 
place. 
But the pottery containers 
and j 
fancy job.* of other materials that I 
do a sin, p e r job of deem <■ 
the old clay ordinary 
frequently j 
lack a drainage hole either in the 
base or at the side. 
Poor Substitute 
Usually there is a la y er of sand.. 
cinders, broken pot or s i m i l a r 
corase material about an inch d e e p 1 
under the soil mixture. This is aj 
mighty poor substitute for propel 
drainage 
Another idea is to place 
a clay pot in a pretty, decorative 
pottery container, but usually the 
pot sits so tightly in the fancy con ! 
tainer that there is no air in be 
tween 
So. if you don’t like the color of 
the clay pot, paint it; three coat.* 


will usually suffice. But do this on 
an empty pot, please 
Ants, of course, while any color 
m ay be u«**d, the white pot, now 
used by so many florists, seems 
the p re ttie d and is 
perfect 
with 
any color scheme, since white ac 
cents are always charming. And ii 
a room is w arm , a painted pot is 
good since it reduces the porosity 
of the clay. 
Widk Fed Pots 


On the market, and a boon for 
many beginner house plant enthus­ 
iasts. are the wick-fed pots with fit­ 
ted sa ucer which holds 
w a t e r , 
The-e come in glas* and plastic 
as well as the more usual pottery. 
As for location, the picture win­ 
dow, as it becomes more and more 
popular, has brought with it some 
hazards for house plant health, u n ­ 
less the windows a r e facing east or 
west. The thing is. that 
while 
a 
southern exposure is desirable for 
so many plants in standard win­ 


dows, the wide expanse of th* pic­ 
ture window is generally too much. 
Florists have told us that plants 
literally cook when brilliant winter 
sun pours through a wide expanse 
of glass An unshaded northern ex­ 
posure is best for the majority. 


Dress up sm all boiled potato#* by 
roiling in m elted butter or m arga­
